" THE TASMANIAN MONSTER » 

OR WAS IT 

» A THING FROM OUTER SPACE " ?. 

February 1962 was a month of news indeed for beginning with the much dis¬ 
cussed Conjunction of the Planets which reached world wide proportions 
it ended for Australians at least, in a mystifying unknown form of animal 
life being brought beofre the notice of the people, and named the Tasman¬ 
ian Monster . 

Actually this mass of decaying life had been discovered on a beach in a 
very lonely isolated spot on the Tasmanian coast some two years prior, 
but despite the attempts of the discoverers , two brothers of Scandinavian 
origin, to bring it before the notice of the authorities, it had lain there 
undisturbed, untilat last someone decided to do something about it, and then 
into the limelight and headlines ,"The Thing " got the attention of all 
the best Scientists .

aby said." It is more probable that it died in the much more recent past ". 
Thai a little confusion began to set in, for others reported a smaller sim¬ 
ilar object being seen also some long time prior about 30 to 50 miles away 
from the object which was now causing world wide comment. Now we have TWO 
objects each being described like each other, but one smaller. ( a baby one 
perhaps), this new one was about 6 ft. by 3 ft. and seen twleve months prior 
by two women . 
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The Monster. 2. 

Meanwhile the scientific investigation party have heen flown in hy helicop¬ 
ter with material and supplies to last some weeks. 

It was at this stage that the Editor became involved and th&igs began to 
make it appear that this " thing " had others thinking it was something else. 
..porter from the Adelaide "News", rang the edifotbr, and after preliminary 
at.?:tactions this is somewhat of the conversation which followed, with the 
’v-porter asking. ..and the Editor giving the replies. 

I understand you have a large library of science fiction books ?" 

" ho, I : m afraid you have been misinformed , actually I have only about four 
s'*h books,most of what I have are Flying Saucer books, dealing with the 
T ilw from outer space. " 

D 'l>o you know of a Mr. Harriss , a science fiction writer living in Adelaide 
’ thought he might be a membbrr of your society ? . 

; h'o,. I have never hoard of him , but there is a society of Science Fiction 
i-r.ns in AdAli&de but I don't know their address, but afriend of mine can 
possibly supply you with it. ? 

" Actual": 3 y we want to contact Harriss about a book he wrote called " The 
thing from uuter Sapce" Have you read it or know anything about it. ?. 

It was published in England. ." 

"No .but there was a movie of that name some time ago shown in Adelaide." 

Do you connect t’ii3 theory with the Tasmanian Moneter ?" 

" Well its along those lines and one of our magazines wants to contact him 
to get permissio n to write it up. Have you got any material in your files 
which deals with such. ?, 

" Nothing I can remember at the moment but I will look up my files and see". 

" Good, let me know if you find anything .I’ll ring up that fellow and see 
if he can put me on to anything about Harriss. " He then hung up. 

Then followed a search for any matter dealing with animals-from space in my 
files but I couldn’t plave a thing until I remembered Trevor James dealt 
with ethereal amoebas. , may be he" had something, so pullings the book out 
I opened it and right of the page, there was this page 224 * 

" It is interesting to observe here that the U.S. Air Force has referred 
nebolously from time to time to " Space Animals " in some reports, thereby 
arousihgg the ire of Dr. Menzel, .. ." 

The report mentioned U.S.A.F. RELEASE April 27» 1949* read the following 
passages on page 225 . they prove very amusing in the light of the hairy 
monster . 

In the meantime the reporter had contactedmy friend , none other than our 
worthy Jack Ferry . one of my closest associates andhelpers. Jack was able 
to tell him that Harriss had been President of the S.F. Society but had gone 
to America where he was now. I rang Jack a little later and we discussed 
the matter and told him what I had found in Jame’s book, and he replied in 
a phrse so offcfcn used by him *’ That’s interesting " 
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" The Monster"3. 

Then came the bombshell news item. SECRECY ON MONSTER" Hobart March 16 
The mysery of the Tasmanian Monster is solved. - but scientists who were 
flown back to civilization by helicopter today have been sworn to secrecy 
until Mondyy. 

A statement is to be relaaasdd then by the Minister in charge OF tKe CSIRO 
( Senator Gorton ) 

TbJ s was indeed astounding as if it was of some knwpn quantity and easily 
explainable. Why the secrecy • and further why the sudden rush back to 
civilization ? The party had intended spending some two weeks there , at 
least the went prepared for such a stay . but instead within two days they 
found something so important that they were sworn to secrecy and huuried b 
back to mako there report, without any statement being made, now if it was 
what they claimed it to be later, this hardly fits into a logical pattern. 

Meanwhile headlines all over the place scream our coupled with scientific 
statements fron world authorities that it could be no known creature. 

Then comes the announcemnt from Canberra."IT IS A PIECE OF BLUBBER " 

Yes my dear official. BLIJBBER?BUT WHAT OF?. Surely we deserve a more en¬ 
lightening statement than that after you have sworn the investigators to 
secrecy, having done that, we deserve a much fuller detailed report, but 
then we the suffering public know only to well we are only allowed to know 
so much 9 so it is quite normal to have conjecture ours&ifeves the answers, 
so Mr Official you cant blame us if we BO find some silly crackpot answers 
however we have the satisfaction of knowing that these crackpots have come 
up with some very good answers and not a few which have proved more than c 
correct . actually your statement makes us"blubber"for more. 

This appeared to be all for then came official silence except that a very 
breif announcement over T.V. said that another monster had been found in 
Western Australia, then silence . well now we have three pieces of hairy 
blubber, and still no statement as to what sort of animal this hairy mass 
belonged to or from whence it came. 

Th9 West Aust. " blubber" was 8ft. by 4 ft. without signs of rotting 
with coarse brown hair 7 inches long, it had a neck about 3 ft long nd 
the head seemed to have been eaten off by some wild animal .like its^com 
panion in Tasmania it had a hump also,this was about 4 ft. high . but this 
had a rounded off tail. The discoverers were convinced it was NOT whale bl. 
blubber r.or sea lion . The neck and whitened skull was found nearby and 
it was cross shaped, it was sent to the W.A. Museum, for study. 

Then another research worker sends a report of an experience with the paper 
cuttings from West Aust . none other than our very able and helpful MrsB.

strike a snag, onee the air hit this frozen mass in all weathers surely it 
would have began to decay, quicker . and hence despite the long period be¬ 
fore they aroused sufficient interest to be officiallt investigated the/had 
rensginod ina pretty reasonable state sufficient to be investigated and as shown 
cn the T.V. screen quite solid enough to be rolled over as a mass, and cer¬ 
tainly not putrifying decomposition. 

Then came the confusion method. Statements came through about the Tasman¬ 
ian object but this time they were referring to the second smaller object 
fcr.rrh and not tee larger, to those who had not followed up the details 
closely this made it appear that the whole thing had been grossly exagerated 
as to its size. 

Then I get a visit from an interstate colleague who tells me that news had 
been given him 5 that in between the two objects on the lonely caost of Tas. 
there had been found, a large rock with carvings on it. and that some of the 
scientists had stayed behind to examine it. Then report he had was that 
the carvings or markings, wore not believed to be of great ago BUT QUITE 
MOBEPJJj when he tried to get soma details and further information he met 
with a wall of silence and thatofficials seemed to be scared to even op 
their mouths lest they say too much . My informant is a government man 
but very reliable. 

Well there you have it all unless other pieces of"Blubber” turn with hair 
on them . and which do not decay as usually known. 

What do I think it is?. Well Here are the three or four ideas given. 

1. It is a piece of blubber • of some unknown Unidentified EARTH OBJECT 

2. It is a prehistoric, monster which had been deep frozen 9 but the 
official deny that and theyare always right. ( MAYBE ) 

3. It is. SomeliMng from outer Sjspce# but WHAT?. And if so from WHERE?. 

4. It is a mutated form of a sea animal . unknown caused by radio active 
waste cast into the sea by the USA. and heavens knows how much has been 
dumped and its effects on sea life.

During the Conference held in Perth • West Aust•. a frindd passed on to me 
Su^j very interesting matter concerning the relationship of Australia with 
the lost continent of Lemuria. mainly in relation to Western Australia. 
This with other data I had on hand I felt would form a most interesting 
study for students who associate these subjocte with their UFO research. 


Western Australia was settled in and opened up by the English poople in 
1829 on Aug. 12th. when Capt* Stirling arrived in the new land. . where 
they planted tho standard at a spot near to where the City of Perth now 
st ands. 

The newcomers noticed on the river numerous black swans and the river which 
the had rowed up from the sea became named the Swan • and naturally also be¬ 
came the National emblem of that State. 

It is most interesting to note that the very bi&ck swan not known in any other 
part of the v world 9 is a very ancient symbol and known to many Orders of 
Mysticism . etc. as is also the Pelican which abound in this very place on 
the river Swan too. 

Madame Blavatsky refers to it in her writings and claims that they are two 
of the oldest symbols known. It is not therefor surprising to find that she 
also claims that ( Vol. 11. p. 528 ) that M The cataclysm which destroyed 
the huge continent of Lemuria 9 of which Aust ralia is the largest relic” 
and later ,f The Australian Aboriginese* are direct decendants of the old 
Lemurians 9 and originated from Madagascar • " 

If this were so and it certainly seems to be. for geologically the Ajutralian 
continent is known to be the Oldest then surely among the many places of 
this very old site of Lemuria the would be Temples to be found. 

One at least many claim to be such and has been visited by many Rosicrucians 
UFO students and others deeply interested in research .in fact it has been 
called by many The Temple of Lemuria. 

When visiting Perth some years prior to this visit. I was given the opportun 
ity and great privilege to visit this very spot, it is in the close hills area 
of Perth and is completely granite allround, this spot, in fact for a while 
the Government had let some Italians quarry here but for some strange rea¬ 
son the work was suddenly stopped and the place was taken over by the govern 
ment and later sold, to the nearby owner • who had the very piece of proper¬ 
ty upon which the claimed Temple stood. 

^ctually there is no Temple there but the owners late wife claimed that 
straneg emanations and vibrations came froma huge granite boulder which 
later up^n which a little Sanctuary was built to her memory when she died. 

Visiting this Rock I found also that it LID have strange and very strong 
vibrations, and it is said that this lady said that underneath this rock 
an ancient Temple of Lemuria existed. 

Another most unusual thing about this Rock was that at certain times photo¬ 
graphs are very hard to take, of it. and although I never saw such I was told 
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Lemuria 2. 

that people had tried to take photos , and found when they were developed 
that pictures of Aborigines were in the picture sitting near the Rock. 

I regret I cannot confirm this but my informant was a very reliable person 
and one who certainly was not joking at the time. 

How this property came into the possession of this lady and her husband 
is a very interesting story, but too long to relate here, but it is inter¬ 
esting to note that the Doctor who bought it is one versed in Metaphysical 
knowledge . and he claimed that he could feel the emanations, and also con¬ 
firmed that these emanations wore coming from an Ancient Lemurian Temple 
which lies underneath . 

It is possible that the Temple could have been one of Initiation, and 
hors Scott Elliot comes to our aid in his book " Atlantis and Lemuria" 

p/ 43. " J lt is this circumstance which furnishes reason for the remarkable 
fact that may in conclusion be stated- that there existed in Lemuria 
A temple of Initiation. 

Madame Blavatsky says in regard to the Aborigines " It is said that some of

Mountains , began to leave its close proximity to the now western seaboard, 
of Europe and Africa. " 

25.000 years B.C. the Aborigin Is of Australia were separated from their 
Motherland , and yet when Capt. Stirling landed in 1829 A.D. the Swan 
River natives of Western Australia were using the same word of salutation 
ABBA, as the Master Jesus used in the Garden of Gethsemane, when He said 
"Abba Father , all things are possible unto Thee " 

This and many other words exist among the various tribes of the natives 
in many parts of Australia, and strangely many iSf them have Hebrew basic 
points, in them as tho above. Place names and articles in many cases can be 
found to be well understood by those versed in this and other ancient lan 
guages. and it is well knwon that many of there ceremonies have a great 
similarity and likeness to the Masonic Ritualism . 

Stone Carvings abound all over Australia and there are numerous examples of 
them in which symbolisms of various orders can be found.. quite a number 
of such rock carvings are claimed by the natives to be done not by human 
hands , and they are greatly feared by them aadheld as most sacred.

The natives claim that a gigantic many coloured 
( wonambi) mythical snake lives beneath the surface, of the waters of the la 
large water hole on top of the rock known as Uluru at the East end of it.

The scored deep gutters. lie sth. e. / Nth. e. and said by the natives 
to be the tracks of the great carpet snakes of " Creation Time " Some 
white people claim they are gutters cause by differential rain falls 
weathering of tne vertical rock strata, this the Editor finds very hard to 
accept as who has ever heard of rain corrosion causing completely straight 
lines allrunning in tho same direction, note their are6 of these lines 
and none vary in the direction of line, whilst not attempting to offer any 
f exj^^ation it appears that the above thesis is most definitely not tenable. 
Some of them are ten to twenty feet deep with sides so vertical that it is 
most difficult to find a place to be able to cross them . 

The caves surrounding the Rock abound with rock carvings , and repeatedly as 
in other places of Australia there appears the drawings of men with large 
feather like halos ap^und their heads, they are called their Pig Tree ane 
cestors by the natives . This head dress over the carving is a wide circle 
with radiating lines projecting from the upper edge of the head they say 
it is the head dress( nuiti) worn by the Fig-Tree men in Creation Time, 
many of these have no mouth , some even no nose,and they seem to consider 
the white man very ignorant and foolish not to understand this laok of these 
facial features, when asked about them . 

A remarkable thing about the Rock among its many innumerable mysteries 
is the faftt that it has come to be called the " Rock of Ages " The Editor 
has tried to find out how this originated but todate no one has been able 
to explain this strange relationship of name to this mysterious Rock 
However he does feel that it is not an aboriginal one but one which has 
been given by the white man since its early discovery . 






To our overseas readers who would care to have more data on this remarkable 
Rock, there are numerous hooks dealing with it and tne aboriginal legends 
etc. which the Editor will be happy to recommend to such if they write him.
